Mr. Hughes as 
discussing with the most engaging frank­ 
ness a deep-laid plan on the part of the 
Harding 
administration to make France

Hughes pointing out in detail just how this 
scheme is lo be worked.

ing to the French.” 
If Secretary Hughes ever said anything 
of this sort to any South American diplo­ 
mat, the secretary is not the man we take 
him to be.

It is quite within the realm 
of possibility that the final settlement of 
some of the European debts to the United

From the Kansas City Journal. 


Government 
statisticans 
have 
made 
some interesting 
computations 
to prove 
that America is of all the nations of the 
world the least 
“militaristic” 
bv everv 
method of calculation. 
For instance, if the United States sol­ 
diers were paid at the 
French 
rate, this 
country could maintain 2,547,700 men, in­ 
stead of the 118,500 allowed, for the same 
sum which France spends. 
Paid at the Italian rate, 1,910,000; at 
the Japanese 
scale 
1,019,100. 
England 
alone maintains a scale commensurate and 
comparable with that of the United States, 
but even at this rate America could main­ 
tain 141,000 for the “same money.” 
The nations considered in the report are 
the United States, Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Russia, 
Italy 
and Japan. 
Of 
these the military systems of France, Italy, 
Russia and Japan are based on conscrip­ 
tion, the others on the voluntary system. 
Viewed from the standpoint of the num­ 
ber of soldiers per 1,000 of population, this 
country is last, with only 1.33; France is 
first with 17.6; Italy is second with 6.8; 
Russia third with 6.72; the United King­ 
dom fourth with 5.43 and Japan fifth with 
4.4. 
The United States comes next to last in 
point of numerical strength, its army of 
118,500 men being larger only than that of 
Germany, with 100,500. 
Russia leads with 
an army of 834,000, while France is second 
with 800,000; the United Kingdom third 
with 256,700; Italy fourth with 250,000, 
and Japan fifth with 246,000.

States spends for its army is only 7.75 per 
cent of its total 
revenue, 
while France, 
with an army bill of 5,000,000,000 francs, 
spends 18.66 per cent of its annual tax col­ 
lections.

Mr. Hulburt was born in Pleasant 
Valley, 
Conn., 
March 2, 1858. 
His 
first banking connection was in the 
Hulburt National 
Bank of Winsted,

vice president, 
succeeded 
the late 
Orson Smith as president of the 
Merchants Loan and Trust Company, 
one of Chicago’s oldest banks.

LANDS INCREASED 


B y the Associated Press. 
J E F F E R S O N CITY. Mo., March CO. 
— Valuations 
of land in 
the 
state 
were Increased $17,033,422 more than j 
the figures given in the estim ates of j 
the tax commission 
by 
the s t a t e ; 
board of equalization. 
Increases of 
IO per cent were made in four coun­ 
ties and five per cent in six counties, 
while three counties were given a 
five per cent decrease. 
Counties which w*ere increased IO I 
per cent were Bates, Jackson, Jasp er 
and Johnson. 
An increase of 5 per 
cent was made in Atchison, Cass, 
Monroe, Nodaway, Saline and Vernon 
counties. 
Decreases of five per cent 
were made in Mississippi, Pike and 
Stone counties. 
The increases and 
decreases were figured on the basis 
of the county assessors* figures and 
not on the basis of the tax commis­ 
sion figures. 
Where increases had 
previously been 
made 
by the 
tax 
commission, the percentage was in­ 
creased on the basis of the original 
figures. 
The only chang? in personal prop­ 
erty valuations made by the state 
board of equalization was in Vernon 
county where the valuation of money, 
notes and bonds was increased 70 
per cent. 
The tax commission had 
increased the figures thirty per cent. 
Land valuations will be practically 
the same this year as last year, ac­ 
cording to the tax commission but 
thy acreage will be smaller because 
of the fact that some farm land has 
been platted and will be assessed as 
town lots this year.

Sweet Peas Need Early Start

Sw eet peas m ust be sown just as 


early as you can, if there is to be any 


certainty of a bountiful supply 
of 


their fascinating beautiful and B a ­ 


rani blossoms. 
In the Middle W est 
it is now custom ary to put the seed 
j in the ground on St. Patrick's day, if 


I the soil 
can 
be 
worked, 
planting 
deeply in a trench which is then 
manured or mulched until the seeds 
begin to germinate, and filled In as 
the plants grow. 
The one great secret of sw eet pea 
growing is to provide a cool root run, 
and deep planting of the roots is nec­ 
essary to give this condition. 
Of 


I course, the richest and mellowest of 
soil is also essential. 
Sweet peas are 
such obliging annuals, giving a fair 
show of bloom often under adverse J 
conditions, that they are seldom seen 
grown at their best, which means si- 
foot vines.

Nitrogen culture is now sold with 


which to inoculate the sw eet pea 
seeds. 
This assists greatly in devel­ 
oping an early and vigorous growth. 
Too thick planting is the great lault 
with most growers. 
The use of indi­

QUESTIONS THAT SHOULD BE ANS­ 
WERED. 
In an address 
delivered 
in 
Brooklyn 
Senator Borah directs the attention of the 
people of the United States to the mystery 
Af Texico, the mystery being the refusal of 
Secretary of State Hughes to extend recog­ 
nition to the existing Mexican government. 
Said Mr. Borah: 
“We have a nation to the south of 
us of some 20,000,000 people. 
They 
have had a government there for near­ 
ly three years, as stable a government 
as has characterized that country for 
the last quarter of a century, a govern­ 
ment which protects life and proper­ 
ty effectively and efficiently as any 
government has in Mexico for the last 
quarter of a century, a government, in 
my judgment, representing the wishes 
and the will of the great majority of 
the people of Mexico. 
“Why should not the United States, as 
an act of friendship and of establishing 
and spreading the doctrine of amity 
and good feeling among the nations 
upon the western continent, without 
further hesitancy recognize the gov­ 
ernment of Mexico? 
“I am perfectly aware that we are 
informed that they have oil in Mexico, 
but I am not in favor of making the 
basis of international affairs or the 
basis of foreign affairs, so far as the 
United States is concerned, the ques­ 
tion alone of protecting the oil inter­ 
ests to any one. 
“Can you protect your oil rights in 
Mexico better by dealing with a nation 
as an outlaw nation or as a friendly 
nation, or dealing with it as a sister na­ 
tion and sitting at the council table for 
the purpose of adjusting these mat­ 
ters. 
We have no right to dictate to 
Mexico as to what her internal affairs 
shall be or how her government shall 
be run, simply because she is a w eaker 
nation than the United States.” 
The questions asked by Senator Borah 
are questions which 
the 
administration 
ought to answer. The public is in the dark 
about our Mexican 
policy, 
and the only 
wonder is that public men like the senator 
from Idaho, who are not accustomed to be 
restrained by the bonds of party discipline, 
have not long since made an issue out of 
this puzzling phase of Mr. Hughes' diplo­ 
macy. 
When Mr. Borah goes on and de­ 
mands resognition for Russia also, he takes 
us into more uncertain waters where our 
course does not seem so clear. 
But on the 
Mexican question the country will surely 
support him, unless 
the 
administration 
shows cause why the 
country 
shouldn’t. 
The administration has not done this yet 
and it ought to do so if it can. 


CREDITS, NOT FOOD, FOR RUSSIA. 


From the New York Tribune. 
The latest dispatch from Moscow refer­ 
ring to Colonel Haskell’s estimate of the 
food situation in Russia is distinctly en­ 
couraging. 
The coming harvest promises 
to be good, and there is ample assistance on 
hand or in transit to care for the sufferers 
until after harvest. There is still much un­ 
der-nourishment, but only little actual star­ 
vation. 
That it will be necessary for the A. R. A. 
to continue its work 
much 
longer now* 
seems unlikely. The organization w*as cre­ 
ated to meet an emergency. 
When this 
emergency no longer exists the need for the 
organization will have passed. There will, 
of course, be hunger 
and 
suffering and 
much poverty in Russia for years. 
This is 
an inevitable 
consequence 
of the break­ 
down society, thanks to the fatal experi­ 
ment with communism. 
But actual starva­ 
tion conditions, to overcome which the A. 
R. A. was organized, 
are 
rapidly disap­ 
pearing. 
Colonel Haskell points out that Russia’s 
principal need in the future will be credit 
rather than food. Having passed the peak 
of the famine, she must begin the recon­ 
struction of her economic life, which must 
start with renewed production on the farms 
and with revived transportation facilities. 
There has been so much grain in some re­ 
gions this year that it has sold at prices 
which make it almost impossible for the 
farmers to purchase other necessaries in ex­ 
change. 
Herein lies the 
main 
problem. 
The 
farmers must have implements and live­ 
stock to replace what has gone in the last 
decade. 
With low prices for grain it is al­ 
most impossible for them to purchase the 
necessary articles. 
Something more than 
emergency measures are now required. In 
place of relief for starvation assistance for 
production is necessary. 
The 
rehabilita­ 
tion of Russia’s railroads, wrecked by com­ 
munism, is the largest item in the recon­ 
struction program that must be accomplish­ 
ed before her people can again be comfort­ 
able or safe. 
The problem cannot be met 
by an emergency relief organization. 
Pri­ 
marily it must be solved by Russia. 
When 
the soviet authorities are willing that Rus­ 
sia shall function again as a modern indus 
trial state, respecting property rights and 
fulfilling its 
obligations 
at 
home 
and 
abroad, it will have ample credit to obtain 
whatever its people need.

OR MORE PATCHES 
OF STRAWBERRIES 


ny the Associates Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., 
March 
30.—That there should be as many 
home strawberry patches as there 
are farm residences in the state ii? 
advocated by William D. McKee of 
Polo aFrmers* Institute lecturer for 
the state board of agriculture ’n a 
statement today. 
“\\ hde I have never grown straw* 
berries In a commercial way, I have 
for many years had 
an abundance 
for family use and some to divide 
with my neighbors,'” Mr. McKee said. 
“Of all fruits 
I have found 
the 
strawberry one of the easiest 
to 
grow, and for that reason, it has 
been a profound mystery to me who 
more fanners do not provide 
this 
fruit for their families. 
“When we consider that the straw­ 
berry is relished by every-member of 
every family, that it can be served 
from the patch for weeks, by plant­ 
ing early and late varieties so as to 
prolong the season, and that they 
are an ideal dish when served eith­ 
er with cream and sugar or made in­ 
to short-cake .and can be pftserved 
or made into jam. 
"As to varieties for general family 
use, I have never found any that 
surpassed the Senator Dunlap. You 
want such varieties as Bederwood 
for early and Aroma for late In the 
season, or any other varieties that 
you know to be meritorious and de­ 
pendable in your community. 
"I prepare my soil by giving it a 
strong 
application 
of 
well-rotted 
barn-yard manure, plowing it in or 
spading it in during the 
autumn. 
During the winter, I give the patch 
a light application of wood ashes to 
make the berries plump, and rich in 
color. 
“I set my plants in rows three and 
one-half feet apart and three feet 
apart in the row, during the first 
half of April, after the ground Is 
good and warm. 
When the ground 
is frozen sufficiently to hold up a 
wagon and team, I mulch the plants 
about three or four inches deep with 
straw free from foreign seeds of any 
Lind. 
This mulch should be raked 
into the middles between the rows 
to protect the fruit from dirt and to 
conserve the moisture, often-times 
badly needed for the berries at the 
ripening time.**

POWER TO INQUIRE 
INTO TAX EVASION 


By the Associated Press. 
. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 30.—In 
vestigation of the evasion of state in­ 
come taxes In the various counties 
can be made by the tax commission, 
according to an opinion by Attorney 
General Jesse W. Barrett given to 
the 
commission. 
The 
attorney 
general bases his opinion on the fol­ 
lowing section in the law: 
"The commission shall familiarize 
itself with all sources of income pro­ 
vided by law for the state and its 
political sub-divisions, and shall have 
power to investigate and supervise 
the work of administrative officers 
effecting finances, to the end that 
the law effecting sources of public 
revenue shall not be laxly enforced.” 
Requests have come to the tax com­ 
mission from a number of counties, 
it 
was 
stated 
by 
Commissioner 
George M. Heege today, for help in 
enforcing the making of returns by 
individuals. 
The work of the com­ 
mission will have no effect in the 
work done by the auditor’s office 
but will merely be of an inquisitorial 
nature, the actual collection being 
made after investigation has shown 
the law is being violated. 
A contemplated change in the tax 
laws by the legislature would have 
created a commissioner of revenue 
and disbursement with powers to in­ 
vestigate the collection of the in­ 
come tax in the state. At that time 
the statement was made on the 
floor of the i enate that less than 
one-fouth of the income taxes were 
collected. Governor Hyde in vetoing 
the law, said th3 powers were al­ 
ready delegated to the tax commis­ 
sion.
